President Roosevelt Informed of Czar's 


Manifesto Ahead of the World 


-President Talks. 


;St. Petersburg, Nov. 1—3 p. m.—Th 


strike leaders have instructed their 
followers to abstain from working un- 
til a general amnesty is decreed. The 
radicals have issued a statement which 
says: 


"The government is composed oi 


cowards and we have no faith in their 
promises. We have already woa a 
great victory and shall continue the 
struggle for universal suffrage and a 
constituent assembly. 
"We are 
sup 


ported by 5,000,000 workers, the whole 
navy and a quarter of the army. Pay 
no attention to the government's prom- 
ises. The Czar has proved unworthy 
'of our respect.'" 


The moderate liberals do not seem 


to know how to take the new situation. 
The unanimity which existed among 
them is beginning to disappear and 
their ranks are being broken. Some of 
the members V>f the party are joinin; 
the revolutionaries while others are 
supporting Count Witte. 


Odessa, Nov. 1—Students 
today 


formed a civil guard and have been 
trying to 'hold the working men who 
have attacked 
them in check. Both 


sides, have fired frequently on their 
enejnies and jnjmy desperate^Jiand to 
hand -conflicts have occurred. 
In 


many cases the students were over- 
powered. Bead bodies are lying ev- 
erywhere to the streets. In addition 
to 100 persons killed it is believe that 
5000 are wounded. 


The local civil and military authori- 


ties are doing little to prevent the con- 
flicts between the students and work- 
men. 


'Helsingfors, Nov. 1—During a dem- 


onstration here the commander of a 
Cossack patrol ordered his men to fire 
on the people engaged in the disturb- 
ance. Thirty-one were injured by the 
volley. Red flags are flying from many 
•buildings, including government oflices 
and a state of unrest prevails. 


Warsaw, Nov. 1.—Noon—The em- 


ployes of the Vienna railway tried to 
organize a meeting this morning, but 
the workmen were dispersed by sold- 
iers who used their bayonets in mak- 
ing them leave the place chosen for 
the meeting. The crowd then gathered 
about the station. A patrol was 
stretched across the street and the 
soldiers Sred several volleys into the 
crowd, killing and wounding many. 
Cavalry also charged upon the work- 
ingmen, clearing the street and side- 
walks. Many innocent sightseers who 
had gathered on the sidewalks ' were 
run down by the horses.

THE PRESIDENT'S VIEWS. 


Washington, 
Nov. 
1—President 


Roosevelt was 
informed 
that Czar 


Nicholas would grant Russia a consti- 
tution four days before the news was 
given to 
the world. On October 26, 


just before the President left -New Or- 
leans, he received a cipher dispatch 
from a high official in the state depart- 
ment outlining the program precisely 
as it was carried out in St. Petersburg 
on the 30th. The President at once 
sent a reply expressing his intense 
gratification over the good news and 
voicing the hope -that the move would 
result in lasting happiness and pros- 
perity for the Russian people. Since 
the publication of tbe Czar's orders, 
the President has given his views on 
the subject to a number of persons ex- 
pressing his belief that the Russians 
will use their new liberties 
wisely 


and sanely. "The President believes," 
said, one of the gentlemen to whom he 
spoke on the subject, "that the les- 
sons taught by the French will prove of 
jreat value to the Russians. 
He is 


confident they will not become drunk 
with their new liberty, like the' French, 
and inaugurate a reign of terror which 
will counteract all the good accom- 
plished for progress. The French mis- 
used their liberties to such an extent 
;hat a reversion^ to despotism, which 
delayed 
self-government for twenty 


ears resulted. If the Russian people 


will quit now after they have got what 
.hey demanded, all will be well, but if 
hey become despots in their turn and 
start a carnival of blood to avenge 
heir old wrongs, their new found lib- 
;rty will be but a "curse."

Fow people have any idea of the 


euoruiou.s expense entailed in putting 
a college football eleven on the field 
;ind maintaining it. says the New York 
World. 
Those who base their esti- 


mates on seeing the immense crowds of 
30,000 and more pouring into the great 
fields to see the big games imagine the 
season yields a huge profit. 
When 


Yale plays Trincetoii or Harvard, the 
crimson meets Pennsylvania, and Mich- 
igan struggles with Chicago, most of 
the spec-tutors probably wonder what 
becomes of the immense financial re- 
turns, for, as a rule, a price as high is 
charged Tor football seats as it costs 
to go to tlys *best of the theaters. 


Considering that players give their 


services, it would seem a reasonable 
theory that after all expenses are paid 
there should still be an enormous prof- 
it. It might be but for the surprising 
outlay. Football does yield a profit at 
all the big colleges, but nothing like 
what would be imagined. It is the 
money maker of the athletic family, 
but costs the most to keep. It sup- 
ports itself, rowing, hockey, lacrosse, 
swimming and indoor athletics aud lets 
bafeeball work for itself. 


All the children of the backbone of 


college sport are expensive and eat a 
largo portion of father football's in- 
come, especially his Xeptunic daugh- 
ters the iiisses Crew, but the old 
mail himself is the most extravagant. 
The outlay, has begun, aud the next 
few weeks will see money lavished on 
the greatest of college games in a man- 
ner to stagger the credulity of those 
who have not examined into the figures 
ami do not realize what the sport costs 
annually. 


At Yale last year it cost $27,000 to 


pay the running expenses, such as ho- 
tel bills, railroad fare, training table 
and football equipment, and when to 
this is added the salaries of the coaches 
and cost of iaiproverneiits to the ath- 
letic plant it is probable that the grid- 
iron bill ^was as much as President 
Roosevelt receives for bis year's sal- 
ary. And Yale is only one of a dozen 
big colleges where money is poured out 
like water. Ko team can have a win- 
ner without this outlay. The three big 
winners last year were Yale, Pennsyl- 
vania and Michigan. 


This year, in addition to having "the 


usual high priced coaching system, 
with Byron Dickson in. charge, the 
Quakers have the services of the high- 
est priced trainer in the business, Mike 
Murphy, formerly of Yale, who is ad- 
mittedly the greatest developer of ath- 
letic talent the United States has ever 
seen. Murphy is to look after the base- 
ball and track team as well as the 
gridiron s€ars. For this he will get 
?5.000 a year, and for signing the con- 
tracts that took him from Yale to Penn 
he was made a present of a house. 


Yost of Michigan certainly does not 


make less than $5,000 yearly out of 
football. 
Harvard has been equally 


lavish in the matter of outlay, and this 
year, in the hope of having her football 
fortunes retrieved, is paying the big- 
gest salary ever giveu to a coach—.$7.- 
000. 
This will go to Bill Keid, captain 


of the crimson team that beat ,Yale. 
Considering he will only work three 
months, it is pav at the rate of $28,000 
a year—more than any professor in the 
college or even its president gets. 


Harvard 
and 
Pennsylvania alike 


have been under extraordinary ex- 
penses during the last two years for 
the establishment 
of their athletic 


fields. The stadium at Cambridge and 
the structures at Franklin field, Phila- 
delphia, are concededly the finest of 
their kind in existence, and each cost 
in the neighborhood of half a million 
dollars. 


In examining into tlie things for 


which money is expended the list fur- 
nished by Yale last year is fairly 
typical.

Newark was the attempt of Mr. Arthui* 
Judson, of Granville, to organize the 
Newark Festival Chorus last year. Mr. 
Judson's success in this undertaking 
:is well known and, although at first 
the interest manifested in the work 
was meagre, it soon, became evident 
that the Newark "chorus was in earn- 
est. This being especially noticeable 
after the "Rose Maiden" was so suc- 
cessfully rendered in this city. Sever- 
al other choral organizations are 
springing into existence and it is pos- 
sible that Newark will soon develop 
some excellent i^lcnt. 


Another pleasing point to note in 


this connection is the interest shown 
in theatricals and, although the New- 
ark people have only the one theatre 
and must take what it offers or go else- 
where, they have not recently been 
forced to accept a. low standard of 
plays, considering the size of the city. 
The better class of attractions are be- 
ing recognized by the people to such 
an' extent that the managers of the 
theatre by raising the standard of at- 
tractions brought here, are being as- 
sured in advance the excellent patron- 
age which they have so far received. 
The literary clubs are reading and dis- 
cussing the works of the best authors, 
together with the best dramatizations 
of some of their works. A few dram- 
atic clubs are springing into being 
with the purpose of studying the real 
art of the stage. 


It is indeed to be hoped that this 


small spark of artistic fire which 
means-go much to a city of Newark's 
position, will soon burst into a flame 
of enthusiasm which shall in time 
mark the city, not only as an import- 
ant commercial center, but as an art 
center as well.

MIX UP WITH THE ROYALISTS 


Universal Suffrage an Event of the 


Near Future, According to a State- 
ment of Count Witte—Collisions 
Occur Between 
Soldiers and Citi- 


zens at Several Points. 


St. Petersburg, Nov. 1.—Constant- 


ine PStrovitch Pobiedonostseff, chief 
procurator of the holy synod, has re- 
signed. 


St. Petersburg, Nov. 1.—A confer- 


ence of editors" of the St. Peters- 
burg newspapers 
was 
summoned 


by 
Count 
Witte, 
who 
asked 


for their 
assistance and co-opera- 


tion in restoring normal conditions 
and securing the confidence of the 
people hi the new regime, the purpose 
of which was to give the fullest meas- 
ure of liberty outlined. in the mani- 
festo. Count Witte said 
he wired 


many eminent liberals to come to St. 
Petersburg and assist in putting the 
new administration on a solid and ac- 
ceptable footing, but while the railroad 
strike prevented their arrival -he was 
forced to rely on the sober sense of 
the St. Petersburg press, without 
whose assistance in calming the peo- 
ple the government could do nothing 
positive and would be obliged to con- 
tent itself with negative and even re- 
actionary measures. 
^ The editors present expressed the 
fullest confidence in Count Witte, but 
declared that they would not publish 
their gapers without the consent of 
the strike committee. Editors of the 
radical papers said that to content 
the people it was necessary to give 
the fullest amnesty to political pris- 
oners, and 
remove Genera Trepoff, 


the Cossacks and the other military 
forces from the city. 


Count Witte told them the govern- 


ment intended to proclaim amnesty, 
but everything could not be done in 
a day. He added that it would",be 
madness to remove the troops from 
the city at such a juncture. 


Count Witte announced to a friend 


that he was not without hope-that 
universal suffrage would be introduc- 
ed, before the elections for the state 
douma took place. 
This announce- 


ment when it spreads among the Lib- 
erals will enroll many of the latter 
among the friends of the new,govern- 
ment against the Socialists who an- 
nounce that they, will be satisfied with 
nothing less, than a democratic repub- 
lic on the basis of state socialism. 


Demands of Socialists. 


Russia is celebrating the gift of 


freedom, which the greater part of 
the people received with deepest joy, 
though in St. Petersburg, Moscow and 
other cities the socialists and revolu- 
tionaries • organized anti-government 
demonstrations under the red flag, 
•which with the patriotic manifesta- 
tions led to a number of conflicts be- 
tween the "reds and whites," as the 
anti-government and royalist factions 
are respectively 
termed. In whole, 


the day passed more quietly in Russia 
than had been expected, though col- 
lisions between the people and the 
troops are reported from Poltava, Ka- 
zan and Kishineff. Under the orders 
of Count Witte and General Trepoff 
the troops generally were withdrawn 
from the streets of the cities and the 
fullest rein given the people to let out 
their enthusiasm in demonstrations 
which so long as they were not de- 
structive were not interfered with. 


Rejoicings are reported from most 


of the provincial towns. At Poltava, 
Cossacks and infantry charged a 
peaceable 
demonstration and there 


were many victims. A smilar incident 
occurred 
at 
Kishineff, where the 


troops Sred on the people and the po- 
lice used their, whips. At Dorpat a 
demonstration was dispersed by vol- 
leys from the troops, and at Poltava 
and Bielostock crowds attempted 
to 


break into the jails, with the result 
that several persons were killed or 
wounded. 


t Clashes With Troops. 


After a conference, in which all the 


generals commanding troops in St. 
Petersburg participated. General Tre- 
poff ftsued the following announce- 
ment, which 
is 
being placarded 


throughout the city: 
"The day un- 


fortunately did not pass off without 
violent encounters between the dif- 
ferent factions of the population as 
well as -with the police and troops. 
Recognizing the 
responsibility im- 


posed in me I again request Ihc pop- 
ulation to maintain order and give 
warning that all attempts to disturb 
er<3er will be suppressed with the most 
peremptory and 
categorical meas- 


ures."

Official Announcement Made of Re- 


turn to Constitutional 
Regime and 


Abolition of Present Arbitrary Cpn- 
ditions — Clamor for a Popular As- 
sembly Likely to Be Heard. 


Helingsfors, Finland, Nov. 1. — Of- 


ficial announcement has been made of 
the return to a constitutional regime 
in Finland and the abolition of the ar- 
bitrary conditions under \vhich Fin- 
land has been governed since the ac- 
cesion as governor general of Count 
B.obrikoff, who in June of last year 
•was murdered by Eugene Schaumann. 
After a meeting of the constitutional 
ists, at which an address was drawn 
up for presentation to 
the govern- 


ment demanding the administration of 
Finland in accordance with the tvrms 
of the constitution of the grand duchy, 
Prince John Obolensky, the governor 
general, announced to a deputation 
sent by the meeting that he had been 
instructed from St. Petersburg 
that 


the diet be immediately called in ex- 
traordinary session to legislate for 
Finland. " Members of the senate who 
continued to perform their functions 
under 
Count 
Bobrikoff and Prince 


Obolensky, all handed in their resig- 
nations in compliance with the de- 
mand of the constitutionalists, and 
the fact of these resignations 
was 


telegraphed to St. Petersburg Among 
the demands of the constitutionalists 
is the reform of the diet into a uni- 
cameral assembly, to be chosen at 
general- elections by all citizens of 
mature age 
and the first duty of 


which shall be the»preparation of new 
laws for Finland. 


Considerable excitement prevailed 


during the meeting and while the de- 
putation was waiting for an answer,- 
but after the resignation of the sen- 
ators had been proclaimed to 
the 


crowd from the balcony of the senate 
order was restored. "When it was an-

Under 
this plan §18,000 subscribed by'private 
individuals or churches will provide a 
home for a beloved rector as long as he 
lives, and then when he is gone afford a 
home if necessary for those who serve 
at his post "after him. For a long time 
the problem of retiring aged clergy has 
been a vexatious one in the American 
Episcopal church, and this new plau 
promises a satisfactory solution.
